Pfc, Larry Jesse, now in 
Vtct'Naiiirlmsbccn promo»cd 
to Sp/4. 

Fifty -two Antioch men 
serving in Viet Nam arc now 
receiving packages from 
home regularly through Proj- 
ect Viet Nam. The Antioch 
Post Office personnel started 
mailing giackages of Kool Aid 
and oilier small items to llie 
Antiodi men some months 
ago. 

The [uoject was <n'iginally 
financed entirely -by dona- 
tions from the personnel at 
the post office. Within days 
after the first news story tell- 
ing of the shipments. Antioch 
residents started dropping in 
al the post office with con- 
(ribulions lo help support the 
project. 

The packages arc intended 
as a gesture to our local 
iiervicemen (o assure them of 
our support in the battle — a 
word of cheer from the home 
town folk.s. In addition, the 
)<ool Aid, dehydrated soup, 
and other items .sent arc a 
real comfort lo the men in 
Viet Nam. 

Many letters of thanks 
frOni Antioch men overseas 
iiave come to the post office.

Uqw to I'iiiso niorc^tax 'iiionqy vvithoiit raia! 
ing existing taxes is the dileinnia of tlie Illinois 
Legislature. In tiieir search tor new sources of tax 
nioney, they are considering a bill which would 
tax a variety oT services which have so far escap- 
ed the sales tax. Upping the present rate of the 
sales tax now in existence would seem tjret'erable 
to the additiimal ta.xes contemplated. 

Taxing funerals, one of the |>rovisions of the 
hill, seems (lownright ghoulish to us. The grlof 
and expense of l)urial of our loved ones is hai'd 
enough- without the incongruous addilicm of " a 
sales tax. 

The tax itself would not he the only addi- 
tional expense, of course. As the .^ales tax is added 
to more .'services, the seller of those services must 
u[) his price to pay costs of bookkeeping. This is 
wasteful, inefficient i)lanning, at best. 

Doctors and lawyers services are also added- 
to the list Joining the .sales tax crew, imdei' this 
bill. Doctoi's already cany a burden of book work 
in insurance foi'ms which must be filled out for 
numbers of patients. 

Sales tax added to the cost of advoi'tising is 
another addition. Newspapei's are already having 
a rough time keeping afloat. Addition of sales tax 
will cut down the amount of advertising, plus the 
additional book work; Advertising helps to sell 
items which come undei* the sales tax. What is 
gained on one hand, in revenue, may well'be lo.st 
on the other. 

And who will pay these taxes? The same peo- 
ple who would pay an increased sales tax on items 
already covered by sales tax. The same people 
who would pay an incon\e tax. 

So instead of trying to delude the taxpayer 
int6 thinking our legislators are "holding the line" 
on taxation, let's just raise the a.xes we have. Or 
add an income tax. Everyone already pays Fed- 
eral income tax, so that woidd mean little addi- 
tional book work. -

rentals lo county depart- 
ments arc inadequate to 
cover the payments. 

When this was brought be- 
fore the board a few years 
back there were strong as- 
surances Uie levy would be 
abate(b-;md' never collected. 

Unfortunately the assur- 
ances were not kept and lev- 
ies to lover the building 
rentals were collected In 
10(14. 1065. and IfHUK 

The current levy now be- 
ing collected is $403,000 bas- 
ed on a tax rate of .030. 

Oppoi\cnts of the building 
program can be excused if 
Ihey display some cynicism 
about abating Uie^ levy Jluit 
will bo "Spread for "tlie new 
bond issue. 

NeJ. result of Uie collection 
of the "rental"/ tax is that 
a bond issue by the voters 
in a county referendum has 
been instituted legally, but 
clrcultously.

Must of them arc aimed at 
keeping guns out of the 
hands of criminals or poten- 
tial, criminals, but almost nil 
efforts to control the sale or 
possession of firearms are 
being opposed by gun lovers. 

Given the best chance to 
pass in the' General Assembly 
Is a bill proposed by State 
Rep. John Matijcvlcl), of 
North Chicago, wbo wants 



to tighten unlawful posses-, 
sion laws aqd provide stiffer 
penalties for violations. 

Despite his advocacy of 
of restrictions on the carry- 
ing and use of firearms we 
do not feel that Rep, Matlje- 
vlch wants to (ear down the 
U. S. Cimstltutioh nor do we 
believe he is part of a con- 
spiracy to .sot up the United 
Slates for Invasion by Reds. 

Some effort must be made 
to restrict, the sale of guns to 
anyone who wants to buy one 
and to .say that registration 
would penalize only the legi- 
timate sportsman or collec- 
tor is to over simplify. 

Tile professional gunman 
may not be hampered, i)ut 
there is a good clinnce that 
murders by mentally de- 
ranged persons could be sub- 
stantially reduced and future 
victims of these people are 
deserving, of .some con.stdera- 
tlon.
